CONFESSED MURDER. 



Killed an Old .Wan ForeI5— Aa Albany 
.narierer I spiursd la Tvle t oaaiy- 
1t r rrtfr* Work of Police - Traces 
< loaely-4 PhU C^atassiksa. 

George Smith was arrested at Pitts, 
tdwn. in this county, yesterday for .a 

murder as cold-blooded as any found In 
the annals of crime. Smith, according to 
his confession, enticed an . old man to 
take a ride. When In a lonely portion 
of the road near Albany Smith placed 
a revolver under his victim's chin and 
fired. He fired two more shots, and 
then, after taking SIS from the dead 
man's wallet, threw the body among the 
bushes by the roadside and drove away. 
The murder occurred Saturday night. 
June 15. and the body was not discovered 
until Tuesday, when the remains were 
badly decomposed. Smith was sus- 
pected, and as It was known he was born 
In the town of Brunswick and at one 
time worked in this city. Superintendent 
Wlllard was notified, and Detect iyes Mc- 
Cann and Nolan, of Albany, came to 
Troy. 

On the Trail. 

Superintendent Wlllard placed the case 
In the hands of Chief Detective Condon, 
and the Troy detective force was kept on 
the alert. Smith was traced to his hiding 
place and his capture resulted. 

The Crime. 

The murdered man's name was Philip 
Rlchtmyer of Mlddleburgb. Schoharie 
county, and he was seventy-four years 
old. Rlchtmyer was employed by Fred 
Schwartz of McKownsvllle, near Albany. 
He received 130 a month. 

Some person who afterward proved to 
be Smith drove to Schwartz's home at 
McKownsvllle Saturday night. June 
15. and called for Rlchtmyer. say- 
ing that D. W. Seeley. for whom 
Rlchtmyer formerly worked, was ill and 
wished Rlchtmyer. The latter drove 
away with the stranger. • 

The lurderrr'% SSsry. 

Smith's story of the crime follows: 
"I was drunk when I did it. and 1 do n't 
know why I did it. either. I drove to 
Krhwartx'a and got old Rlchtmyer. I 
told him that Seeley wanted him. He 
got In and drove off with me. We did n't 
talk much or. the way. I guess we 
did n't say anything. I did n't ask him 
for his money. When we reached the 
place right there on Magazine street, 
where I guess the body was found, he 
'vas sitting beside me looking straight 
ahead. I did n't say a word, but pulled 
my revolver and fired two or three shots. 
He did n't say a word or yell. I took his 
leather wallet. 1 did n't know whether 
or not he was dead, but I threw him out 
of the wagon Into the bushes." 

Smith made this confession volun- 
Isrliy to his captors, and appeared as if 
he did not realise the position in which 
he was. 

Smith was captured mainly through 
the active work of the authorities in this 
city, aided by Detectives McCann and 
Nolan, of Albany, who spent several 
days In Troy hunting down clews. 

It was known that Smith had worked 
In the same neighborhood as Rlchtmyer 
and had disappeared after, the body was 
found. He was Immediately suspected, 
and the Albany police concentrated their 
search about this district, aa it was 
known he was born In the vicinity of 
this city and had worked) here. Smith 
was once employed as hostler by HVery- 
man Barnes, now deceased- Superin- 
tendent Wlllard of Troy caused a rigid 
search to be made. Detective Ford went 
tu Brunswlck^and procured a photo- 
graph of Smirn All the saloons in this 
ctty and West Troy which It was thought 
a man of Smith's calibre might frequent 
were visited, but with no result. 

The RIs Hired Here. 

Superintendent Wlllard and Chief Con- 
don called at the livery stable. It 
was found that a man answering Smith's 
description had hired a rig at the livery 
stable at William T Shyne & Co.. on 
State street. Saturday. June 15. The 
carriage was in the paint shop at the 
time the superintendent and chief called, 
and they could not examine it. The 
liveryman stated that the leather top of 
the carriage was In the stable. This was 
closely examined, and bloodstains were 
found on the inside and on the back of 
th* top. It was thought that Hlcht- 
myer's head fell hack and the blood 
dripped upon trie carriage top. 

Had Been Seen. 

Saturday Superintendent Willard was 
informed that Smith had been seen about 
Rayroertown Thursday afternoon. Tht 
Albany authorities were notified, and De- 
tectives McCann and Nolan arrived. 
The Albany detectives, with Chief 
Condon, reached Raymertown at 2 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon. It was learned that 
Smith had disappeared. 

< lose Pnrauli. 

The officers drove to C Rim's Corners, 
but with, no results The borne of the 
murderer was next visited, but Smith's 
parents said he had not been there. The 
premises were searched. Spelgletown. 
Melrose. Valley Falls and Schaghticoke 
w->re searched, but no traces were dis- 
covered 

The officers did not reach Schaghticoke 
until 10 o'clock Saturday evening, and 
spent the night there. 

A DeOnlie Clew. 

The pursuers arose at 5 o'clock yes- 
terday morning and proceeded to Pitta- 
town Corners. A farmer. Burton Shafer. 
told the detectives that Smith was work- 
ing for a farmer named John Rabbltt, 
about three miles away. 

Captured. 

The officers reached the vicinity of 
Rabbltt's farm at K:30 o'clock In the 
morning and separated with the Idea of 
closing on the house from three sides. 
The offl.ers approached swiftly but 
quietly and reached the carriage house. 
The carriage h»us' was entered, and 
Smith was discovered sitting In ope of 
the wagons. The officers covered their 
prisoner with their revolvers, but Smith 
did not appear to he alarmed. He pulled 
out a revolver, but with no evident In- 
tention of using it. and said: "I could do 
one of you easy enough, but you 've got 
m ' all right and I might as well 
give up." Smith was disarmed and 
shackled. 

Smith bore himself well for some little 
distance, but finally broke down and 
asked permission to return with the offi- 
cers to Ihe shed, where he could procure 
some whisky he had there. Chief Con- 
don feared an attempt at suicide from 
jtolsoned whisky and broke the bottle 
against a stone. 

A spot of blood several inches In prea 
was discovered on Smith's left panta- 
loons leg. The prisoner made •his con- 
fession, given above, while on the way 
to Albany. 

Pnllo«apa>lslng. 

He said Ut addition that a man might 
as well give up when he committed a 
murder. "He will get caught and It 's 
only a question of time when he Is cap- 
tured. I was tired of chasing about the 
country. I knew when I read the papers 
In Troy that I was suspected. I would 
not have skipped outlet all if I had not 
seen my name connected with the case. 
Wn-n I was sitting in that wagon house 
I felt that I was going to be nabbed." 
Smith said he committed the deed about 
midnight, and then drove through Al- 
bany in Troy. On the Troy road Smith 
threw away the pocket book after ab- 
stracting the S15. « 

The revolver was purchased from a 
boatman In West Troy. Smith was 
taken to the second precinct station in 
Albany and locked In a steel cell. 
Three Ctoareed With .Harder. 

Smith before his capture was Indicted 
by the grand Jury for the murder of 
Rlchtmyer. A bench warrant was lodged 
at the station against Smith by Assist- 
ant District Attorney Cook as a result 
of the grand Jury's finding, and Smith 
was locked in jail. There are now three 
persons In the Albany Jail charged with 
murder— Davis Indicted for murdering 
Anna May* Shannon: Patrick Spain, for 
murdering his son William, and Smith. 

Smith is twenty-eight years old. his 
birthday being June 15. on the night of 
which day he kil' -.1 Rlchtmyer/ He 
worked for Allen H. Lape of Mernanlc- 
vllle a year ago and has been In the peni- 
tentiary once, being sentenced In Troy 
for petty la rceny.

The Exercises at Scbenertady— Hellgloo 
sad Kducailou- IIudiuI and I nder- 
grsSasies. 

The exercises of the centennial com- 
mencement of Union college were con- 
tinued yesterday and Included three 
services in the First Reformed church. 
The morning meeting was memorial 
The sermon was by Rev. Dr. George 
Alexander, of the University Presbyte- 
rian church, New York. He discoursed 
upon the early history of Union college 
and the Influence of Its alumni. 

The afternoon meeting was devoted to 
an Interdenominational conference, at 
which the speakers were Rev. A. C. 
Bewail of the First Reformed church. 
Rev. B. B. Loomls of Canajoharte. class 
of '«3. Methodist , Kev. W. Scott, class of 
'«8. of Connecticut. Baptist; Rev. Thomas 
E. Bliss, class of '48, of Denver. Col.. 
Presbyterian: Rev. William D. Maxon, 
class of '7$. of Pittsburg. Penn.. Episco- 
pal, and Kev. Z. Booker, class of '84. 
secretary to Archbishop Satolll, papal 
apostolic delegate at Washington. 

The last named. In his address upon 
the views of the Catholic church respect- 
Ing religion and education, said: "True 
education must be permeated by, and 
must tend to. the supernatural, for Its 
one aim must be to lead man to his true 
end. This is the same as to say that 
true education must be permeated by re- 
vealed religion, for only in revealed re- 
ligion do we find any knowledge of the 
supernatural or of its workings and re- 
quirements. This. then. Is and always 
will be the position of the Catholic 
church. The communication of truths 
without reference to revealed religion 
may be Instruction, but It can never be 
education, and instruction Is not enough 
for man. The church can never recog- 
nise as perfect a .system of teaching 
which prescinds from the propagation of 
revealed religion. Instruction In profane 
knowledge is necessary, and If It cannot 
be had except it be taken apart from any 
religious training, it will be so received, 
and every effort will be made to supply 
the defect In other ways. But the Cath- 
olic church will never cease to long for 
nor to work for a better condition of 
things. If she did she would be false to 
herself and to the principles on which 
she is founded, and from which sh- 
draws all her vitality. With her re- 
vealed religion Is the first and last neces- 
sity of life." 

In the evening the church was 
crowded. The graduating class occupied 
front pews with the faculty. Bishop 
Doane of Albany delivered the bacca- 
laureate sermon. The text was second 
epistle to Timothy, chapter 11.. verses 
20-21: "But In a great house are not 
only vessels of gold and of silver, but 
also of wood and of earth, and some to 
honor and some to dishonor. If a fnan 
therefore purge himself from these, he 
shall be a vessel unto honor, sanctified 
and meet for the Master's use and pre- 
pared unto every good work." The bishop 
said: "The vain strifes of ambition, the 
swellings after unattainable ends, the 
imitations of other people whom we can 
never resembt". cause the failure of 
many lives which might be avoided. If 
only men would learn this truth, that 
they are made of various stuffs and 
dlfferen. materials; some are rare and 
rich, some poor and homely. Lite could 
not be without these various and differ- 
ing vessels to carry on Its work. It Is 
easy for ono to complain that, being 
clay, he Is not gold. or. being wood, he 
Is not sliver. Discontent comes of wish- 
ing to be- something other than what he 
Is. Content would come if each would 
realise the infinite wisdom of his Maker, 
and the need of Just such service as each 
can render to accomplish God's will. 
Just here lies the use and value of your 
training time to have found out the stuff 
you are made of. Better than common 
things can be made out of common 
stuffs. To make the most of one's own 
self, and not to be like some one else, 
should be the desire of every man." 

At ":30 o'clock Saturday night every 
seat In th<* First Presbyterian church 
was filled and many were required to 
stand. Professor James R. Truax. at the 
head of the department of the Knglish 
language and literature, with Professor 
Cole, assistant In that department, and 
G. V. Edwards. Instructor, appeared on 
the stage. Professor Truax made short 
remarks outlining the purpose of the 
contests. Professor Cole then Intro- 
duced to the audience the contesting 
speakers. 

At the conclusion of the Junior and 
sophomore contests Professor Truax an- 
nounced that the Alexander prize con- 
test would be held. This contest was es- 
tablished by Robert C. Alexander. "80, for 
the encouragement of extemporaneous 
speaking. The general subject was 
"Wealth.'' and the special subject, which 
was known to only two persons before 
the cont?st. neither of whom was in any 
way Interested, was: "Resolved, That the 
accumulation of wealth by Individuals Is 
an evidence of a prosperous and well 
governed country." The speakers were 
allowed whichever side thiey chose, but 
were equally divided, half taking each 
side. The first speaker whs Horatio M. 
Pollock, "95, of Schenectady, followed by 
D. Howard Craver. '96. of Albany. Albert 
S. Cox. "3!L of Schenectady, Theodore S. 
Bayles. "Slr^f West Kortrlght, William 
D. Reed. 98. O* Albany. Rockwell H. Pot- 
ter. '95. of Glenville. c.eorge Young. "96, 
of Coblesklll and Loren C. Guernsey, "95. 
of East Coblesklll. At the conclusion of 
the last speaker the Judges, R. J. Lon- 
don. Hon. Everett Smith and G. S. 
Clare. met in the chapel and 
made their decision, which was an- 
nounced by Mr. Landon. The winner of 
the prize. $50. was Rockwell H. Potter, '95. 
of Glenville. wbq was also winner of a 
prize of similar value on the preceding 
night. The exercises were Interspersed 
with selections by Gtoscia's orchestra, 
which has been secured for the whole 
centennial commencement. 

Long before the services were com- 
menced yesterday morning the church 
was filled to its greatest capacity, and 
at the beginning of the services many 
were standing In the aisles and vesti- 
bule. The pulpit of the First Reformed 
church was beautifully decorated with 
potted plants and cut flowers were scat- 
tered In profusion, making a complete 
bank of flowers. At 10:20 o'clock the 
seniors marched in. presenting a scholar- 
ly appearance In their caps and gowns. 
At 10;3O o'clock Rev. A. C. SewaU. pas- 
tor of the First Reformed church. Dr. 
A. V. V. Raymond, president of Union 
college, and Rev. George Alexander. 
D. D.. "W. entered the pulpit and the 
services were commenced. President 
Raymond Introduced the speaker of the 
morning to the congregation. Dr. Ray- 
mond said: "At the first meeting of the 
committee in charge of 
celebration it was decided to open tha 
celebration with religious services, and 
in recognition of the fact that the pas- 
tor of the First Reformed church more 
than 100 years ago did so much for the 
establishment of Union college. It was 
decided to hold these religious services 
at that church. At that same meeting 
the committee decided to Invite Rev. 
George Alexander. D> D.. ». to deliver 
the memorial sermon." 

Hr7 Alexander delivered one of the 
most eloquent sermons beard in Schenec- 
tady In many years. 

At the evening session, when Bishop 
Doane delivered the baccalaureate ser- 
mon, long before the appointed time the 
church was filled with an audience In 
which were many from neighboring 
cities Dr. Raymond led In prayer. 
After the scripture readings and hymns 
Dr. Raymond introduced Bishop Doane. 
During his remarks President Raymond 
called to mind the fact that Just fifty 
years ago at the semi-centennial celebra- 
tion Rot. George W. Doane, bishop of 
New Jersey, took a prominent part in 
the celebration, and that now there was 
present the son of Bishop George W. 
Doane. The bishop said: '"There are 
three lessons which we should learn — 
diversity of character, distinction of 
uses and devotion to service.

There must be differences In men to 
make a world. 

"Fifty years ago I came here as a boy 
of twelve to visit the semi-centennial 
with my father. As I stand here to- 
night, recalling the past with Its numer- 
ous instances, I look with fearless eye 
upon the future of this university, one 
of the many Institutions of higher learn- 
ing In this state. While I believe in sup- 
porting the institutions of my own state 
my deep interest in education breaks 
down all narrowness and I recognise all 
the great things that are behind and 
that are before "Old Union.' Union uni- 
versity is the university of Albany, and 
Albany is the capital and centre of the 
Empire state. Our watch-word 1s 'Con- 
cordia,' which means the union of all 
lovers of a combination of religion and 
patriotism for which this old Institution 
stands."' 

To-day is Educational day of Union 
college's centennial week. The first 
exercises of the clay were held In the 
college at 10:30 o'clock, Melville Dewey, 
secretary of the New York state board 
of regents, presiding. The topic under 
discussion was "The Schools." and th? 
speakers were Professor William H. 
Maxwell, superintendent of the Brooklyn 
schools, and Professor C. F. P. Bancroft, 
principal of Phillips academy, Andover. 
Mass. 

This afternoon the subject was "The 
College." and addresses were made by 
President Andrews of Brown univer- 
sity and President Seelye of Smith col- 
lege.

Deputy Attorney General Hasbrouck and 
Deputy McGowan were present. 

There was a discussion between Deputy 
Attorney General Hasbrouck and attorney 
J. B. Egaa, who appeared for the. greater 
number of the defendants in the election, 
cases, the Indictments for which were 
found by the last grand Jury. Attorney 
Egan moved for the dismissal of the in- 
dictments except those against J. J. Burke, 
John Shea and Moses LItowlch, whom he 
did not represent Re said that except the 
Wallace Indictment, which waa for gam- 
bling, the other defendants were charged 
with election offenses.

Mr. Hasbrouck thanked the cburt. with 
another of his meaning smiles, saying that 
he expected to receive such courtesy, but 
that at another court he haa not been so 
treated. 

ttxiraordlaasy Proeeedlnge. 

Mr. Hasbrouck moved for the transfer 
of the cases to the court of oyer and 
terminer. He said that because of extraor- 
dinary causes the attorney general had 
been given charge of Investigations In 
this city.

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A Warren Connty Parmer shot aty aa 
Unknown Assassta— Yoatbs Arrested. - 

Amasa Meart 1 . was murdered at his 
home m>-fche town of Chester, Warren 
county, Frlrlay falfht. Mead was seventy 
years old and he lived alone most of the 
■time at his home pn a lonely farm two 
and a half miles southeast of the village 
of Chestertown. 

Mr. Mead visited the village Friday 
afternoon and left for home early In the 
evening. Shortly before noon Saturday 
Mrs. Morton Cooper, a neighbor, drove 
past the Mead house. She noticed that 
the cows were in the barnyard. When 
she drove back she saw that the cows 
were still In the yart\ Mrs. Cooper sent 
her boy to see if Mr. Mead was sick, and 
the latter was found dead on the floor 
in a pool of blood. The 6ld man had 
been shot down, his body being filled 
with buckshot. A shattered pane of 
glass showed that the murderer had 
stood on the outside piasza. Mr. Mead 
had apparently finished a luncheon of 
bread and milk. Near the table was a 
chair, the back of which was splintered 
with shot. 

Sheriff Collins of Warren county and 
District Attorney Jenkins were sum- 
moned from Olens Falls. The coroner 
empaneled a jury and Drs. Stafford and 
Mallery found that twenty-one large 
double B shot had entered the body. 
Two of the shot had entered the heart. 
Pieces of wall paper, used as gun wad- 
ding, were found on the floor. 

The police are of the opinion that the 
motive for the murder was robberj/i Mr. 
Mead was supposed to keep money In 
the house. Thirty or forty dollars in 
bills and gold were found in a bedroom 
bureau.. There -was no indication that 
anything had been displaced. It is 
thought the murderer became frightened 
after committing. the crime and fled with- 
out money or effects. 

It ts alleged thst-. two youths were 
soon with a shotgun. in. the village about 
7 o'clock Friday evening apd .passed by 
the Mead house on . their way home. 
Sheriff Collins snd his deputy arrested

RELIEF FOR MAY 
DECLINES $531.54 
FROHUASJ YEAR 

Sixteen Veterans' Cases 
Handled During Month, 
According to Municipal 
Welfare Department. 

Relief expenditures for May tn 
this city, totaling $2 431.74, declined 
$473 26 from the previous month 
this year and were $631.54 less than 
the amount spent during May last 
year, according to the report for 
that period as released today by 
the municipal Welfare Department. 

Sixteen veterans' cases required 
a total of $233.25 to maintain, an 
average of $14.57 per case, while 
the remainder was spent for 212 
general cases which averaged 
$10.37 each. 

During the month 45 applications 
for relief were received, nine of 
which were rejected by the depart- 
ment. Together with cases pending 
at the end of April and those left 
from May, 48 applications were 
handled in the month. 

Three new cases were opened 
and 38 old cases were readmitted 
to the rolls. Of the cases placed 
on the books, eight were for hos- 
pitalization only. Twelve oases 
were opened because of loss of pri- 
vate employment, 15 because of 
WPA employment loss and seven 
because of low earnings. 

The department closed 52 cases 
during the month, assigning 17 
to WPA rolls, a like number secur- 
ing private employment one ob- 
tained PWA work, one obtained 
12 had sufficient resources, two re- 
unemployment insurance benefits, 
moved from the district and two 
became eligible for other assist- 
ance. 

Exclusive of hospitalization, the 
cost of relief to the city was $1,- 
359.04 and the cost of administer- 
ing the assistance was $649.10, a 
total expenditure to Watervliet of 
$2,008.14.
